London, April 7.— The announcement 


that Mrs. Florence Maybrick "ill be 
released from Aylosbiiry prison upon 
the order of the British home secre- 
tary in July, 1904, lias created scarcely 
less of a sensation than did the reports 
of her conviction and sentence to death 
nearly fifteen years ago. 1 hough the 
public is moved by vastly different 
emotions at this time. Xow the feeling 
is one of well nigh universal joy and 
satisfaction. Then it was o'ie of wide- 
spread disapproval and protest against 
what, in the minds of many, seemed a 
miscarriage of justice.

husband, James Maybrick, in Liver- 
pool in 1880. She was an American 
and a most attractive young woman, 
facts which no doubt greatly enhanced 
the interest iu the case. 
Before her 


marriage she was Florence Elizabeth 
Chandler, being a daughter of William 
G. Chandler, a wealthy and respected 
banker of Mobile, Ala., in which city 
she was born in 18G2. Through both 
parents she was highly connected, and 
the names of her kinsmen shine bright- 
ly on the roll of America's soldiers, 
statesmen, jurists, preachers and au- 
thors. The first year of her life was 
passed in her southern home, a large 
white house with a magnificent gar- 
den of roses, surrounded by the rich 
and varied vegetation of the south. 
The father died in 1S03, during the 
civil war, and the widow sought refuge 
with her mother in New York. 


The family subsequently came to Eu- 


rope, and Florence was educated in 
Germany, meanwhile her mother hav- 
ing married the Baron de Iloqiie. Later 
sh° returned to the United States, 
where in 1STS she met James May- 
brick. He was then forty and she only 
sixteen, but a curious sort of liking al- 
most to fascination sprung up between 
them. Uer family strongly opposed the 
match owing, it is said, to the disparity 
i* their ages and to his dissipating hab- 
its, and it was not till after eighteen 
months' delay that they save a reluc- 
tant consent. The marriage took place 
in London in July. 1SS'. and Mr. and 
Mrs. Maybrick shortly afterward pro- 
ceeded to America, wlicre they lived 
for some years. They r-tnrned to Eng- 
land to permanently reside in (Irasseri- 
dale. near Liverpool. Mr. Maybrick 
carrying on his business in that city.

His charg", which <n-- 
enpied two of the eight days cor^llllled 
by the trial, was at 1lie time cirirac-ter- 
i;:ed by Sir Charles Kussell Hater Lord 
Chief .Justice Husst'lli. tbe pri-soner's 
couns"!, as "passionately Inviling tin

jury to find a verdict of gui!!y. * * - 
raging like a violent (wn.sci for thfl 


prosecution against her." 


AVhen the verdict nud senteiiee were 


made Known throughout the country, 
it is no exaggeration to say that the 
news was received with .-.-r-.iter aston- 
ishment than that caused by any ver- 
dict of a jury during tbe century. It 
was not merely the ordinary public 
that was astonished, but tbe trained 
legal intellect* present at the trial, in- 
cluding the counsel for the crown. It 
was felt that a great error bad oc- 
curre'l. that a judicial murder was 
about to be committed, and numerous 
petitions naaiu^t tbe infliction o!' t'K' 
death penalty were immediately signed 
all over the T'uited Kingdom. These 
petition'-; were not wholly the result of 
sympathy for (he condemned, but rath- 
er of an almost universal feeling that 
the case was n^t clearly proved and 
that Mrs. Maybrick might, after all; be 
innocent of tbe crime of murder. 


Before the time set for Hie execution 


the home secretary. Henry Matthews 
who. except tbe crown, is alone vested 
with power to review the trial of cap- 
ital crimes or exercise clemency, com- 
muted the .sentence to penal sen itude 
for life, stating that the evidence "did 
not wholly exclude a re.if.on.ible doubt." 


But the efforts in behalf of Mr?. 


Maybrick did not close with this re- 
sult, which was felt to be unsatisfac- 
tory. With the commutation of the 
death sentence to life imprisonment, 
however, the British authorities rested, 
and the steady stream of petitions and 
appeals from all over this country and 
America from that time to this have 
failed to move them to further acts of 
clemency. On several occasions Mrs. 
Maybrick personally petitioned 
the 


late Queen Victoria, asking for one of 
two things—either a pardon or a public- 
investigation into the evidence. Under 
the English law a condemned prisoner 
has no right to a reinvestigation of the 
evidence—in other words, has no right 
of appeal—and if unjustly condemned 
can only hope for reparation through 
a pardon from the crown upon the 
recommendation of the home secretary. 
This all the home secretaries from-Mr: 
Matthews down to the present refused 
to do, and Queen Victoria declined to 
take tbe initiative in tho matter, an 
attitude -which has been assumed by 
King Edward. 


Under what many people think to be 


a mistaken notion of "maintaining the 
majesty of tbe law" the British au- 
thorities have kept Mrs. Maybrick in 
prison since 1SS9 regardless of the 
number aad character of the appeals 
for her release. 
The petitions from 


the United States have been particular- 
ly numerous and insistent hundreds of 
the signers being people of high offi- 
cial and social standing—presidents, 
cabinet officers, supreme court justices 
and members of congress, to whom it 
would seem the British 
authorities 


would not be adverse to making rea- 
sonable concessions. 


But the promised release of Mrs 


Maybrick does not come as a result of 
these petitions, nor indeed is it in ain 
respect an set of clemency. Mrs. May 
brick is not to be pardoned, but sinipiy 
relcased in accordance with the usual 
British custom. The sentence of life
